Has Served as Pastor at St. Mark's 


Lutheran Church for 25 Years—Pre- 
sented With Purses Aggregating $50. 


_ Much enthusiasm was shown at a recep- 
tion held last evening at St. Marks's Lu- 
theran church, East Market street, in cel- 
ebration of the 25th anniversary of the 
Rev. Peter Livingston's pastorate. Up- 
wards of 500 parishioners, friends and vis- 
iting clergymen attended the function, 
which was one of the most elaborate and 
successful ever enjoyed by the East End 
congregation. As testimonials to faithful 
service during his pastorate, the Rev. Mr. 
Livingston was presented with purses con- 
taining upwards of $50. 


One purse containing $25, the gift of the 


Lutheran Ministerial association, was pre- 
sented by the Rev. S. E. Herring, pastor 
of Emmanuel Lutheran church, Windsor 
park. Another gift of $20 from the con- 
gregation was presented to the Rev. Mr. 
Livingston by the Rev. H. H. Weber, D. 
D., general secretary of the Lutheran 
board of church extension. 
A special 


program was given in the church audito- 
rium in charge of H. E. Pentz, one of the 
deacons 'of the congregation. Excellent 
music added much to the spirit of the 
evening and was discoursed by the Sunday- 
school orchestra, Curtis Fried, director. 
At the close of the program, those present 
were invited to repair to the Sunday school 
room, where a committee of the Ladies' 
Aid society served refreshments consisting 
of ice cream and cake. 


The program opened with a selection by 


the school orchestra. The Scripture les- 
son was read by the Rev. Charles L. Rit- 
ter, pastor of St. Peter's Lutheran church, 
North York, followed by prayer offered by 
the Rev. G. W. Enders, D. D.. pastor of 
Christ Lutheran church. The presidents 
and other officers of the various organiza- 
tions affiliated with the church extended 
greetings in behalf of their respective bod- 
ies. Among those who delivered address- 
es were: H. E. Pentz, representing the 
congregation; Superintendent Marlet l\'ess 
of the Sunday school; Mrs. Luther Hauck 
of the Ladies' Aid society; Mrs. Jacob Se- 
ner, of the Missionary society; Clarence 
Druck, of the Senior Luther league; Heji- 
ry Lichtenberger, of the Junior Luther 
leagu.

The Rev. Mr. Livingston took chorge of 


St. Mark's Lutheran congregation on July 
27, 1890, in the chapel on East Market 
street. The church membership at that 
time was 65, of which number 36 com- 
muned. The Sunday school numbered 130. 
Largely through the personal efforts of 
Pastor Livingston, the enrollment of the 
Sunday school has been increased to 730 
while the congregation at present numbers 
551. The old chapel, at that time located 
about one square cast of the present site, 
was sold for $1,450. On April 12,1892, 
ground was broken for the present edifice, 
the site having included the parsonage. 
The church of today was dedicated on 
April 23, 1 j03, the finances on this day 
having been in charge of the Rev. Dr. 
Weber. 


All of the church debt has since been 


liquidated without even so much as help 
from the board of church extension, with 
the exception of the payment of interest 
for several years to the amount of about 
$400. During the last 25 years Pastor 
Livingston has baptized 612 children; sol- 
emnized 342 marriages and officiated at 
280 funerals. A total of 858 persons have 
been received into church fellowship. Two 
members of the congregation have since 
entered the ministry. The congregation 
is at present well organized with an active 
body of workers and a first-class financial 
system.—York Dispatch, July 28.

on the non-partisan ticket for President 
Tndge of tbe Court of Common Plea« of 
the Fifty-first Judicial District, was born 
at Gettysburg, Pa., on August 10, 1870, 
:he youngest son of the Hon. Edward 
McPherson and Annie D. (Crawford) 
McPherson. 


He received his preliminary education 


n Gettysburg schools, was graduated from 
Pennsylvania College in the class of 1889, 
and from the Law School of Harvard Uni- 
versity, with the degree of L. L. B., in 
1895. He was admitted to the Bar of 
Adams County on Janury v23, 1896, and 
mniediately formed a partnership with 
lis brother, John B. McPherson, Esq., 
under the firm name of McPherson & 
McPherson. In 1903, on the removal of 
lis brother to Boston, the firm was dis- 
solved and since then Mr. McPherson has 
practiced alone.

In 1900 he was elected to the House of 


Representatives of Pennsylvania by the 
largest votf cast for any legislative candi- 
date in Adams County, and his record in 
the House was so excellent that in 1902 
he was promoted by the voters of the 
32nd Senatorial District (Adams and 
Cumberland Counties) to the Senate of 
Pennsylvania by the amazing majority of 
1264 in Adams and 7 in Cumberland. A 
result altogether remarkable in view of 
the fact that the normal Democratic ma- 
jority in the district was over 1000, and 
that ex-Governor Pattison, at that same 
election, obtained a Democratic majority 
of over 2,000 votes. 


During the 1900 Session of the House, 


and the four years he served in the Sen- 
ate, being the Sessions of 1903 and 1905

Director of the Gettysburg National Bank 
and its Secretary, and Counsel; a Director 
of the Gettysburg Water Company, the 
Evergreen 
Cemetery association, the 


Reaser Furniture Company, Attorney for 
Pennsylvania College, for the Peoples' 
State Bank of East Berlin, and is inti- 
mately identified with the progress and 
improvement of the Town and County. 
He is also a member of the Board of 
Trustees of Wilson College, Chambers- 
burg, Pa. 


This year, however, when the Judge- 


ship—the aim of every lawyer—was urg- 
ed upon him by the mr»«t nat'iral call ^f 
his friends irrespective of party, he, after 
mature deliberation, responded to their 
desire. Everyone knows, or will know 
by reading it, that the Act of 1913 has 
m-ide the Judgeship non-partisan, and 
has, as to that office, deliberately cut 
asunder every tie that binds a voter to his 
party; so that he shall be absolutely free, 
in theory as Avell as in fact, to vote for 
the candidate best qualified by a knowl- 
edge of the law, by integrity, by expe- 
rience, by temperament, to be a Judge.

Forbes' Expedition, which captured Fort 
Duquense in 1757, and a Colonel in the 
Revolution; his grandson, William, was 
also in the latter war, a Lieutenant in 
Miles'Rifle Battalion, later the First Reg- 
iment of the Pennsylvania Line; his 
great-grandson, John B., was Cathier of 
the Bank of Gettysburg, later the Gettys- 
burg National Bank, from its organiza- 
tion in 1814 until his death in 1858. 


Mr. McPherson's father, the Hon. Ed- 


ward McPherson, was a most distinguish- 
ed and representative citizen of Adams 
County for more than 35 years. In 1858 
he was elected to represent the 16th Con- 
gressional District( Adams, Fulton, Frank- 
lin, Bedford, and Juniata Counties) in 
the 36th Congress, and was re-elected in 
1860. At the outbreak of the Civil War, 
he was chosen Captain of Co. K, 1st 
Penna. Reserves. He resigned this Cap- 
taincy when Congress assembled in 1861, 
and accepted a commission as Volunteer 
Aide on General McDowell's Staff ; later 
he became Volunteer Aide on General 
Reynold's Staff. In 1863 he was chosen 
Clerk of the House of Representatives 
for the 38th Congress, and was subse- 
quently chosen for the 39th, 40th, 41st, 
42nd, 43rd, 47th and 51st Congresses, be- 
ing the longest continuous service, and 
the longest service in that post, from the 
beginning of the Government 


This record of more than a century and 


a half of faithful, meritorious, distinguish- 
ed service by one's direct forebears certi- 
fies much for the man who is now a can- 
didate for the office of President Judge— 
and who all his life has lived up to that 
record. His own superior integrity and 
ability, as an inviolable guaranty of his 
j udicial fitness, goes also a proper pride 
in maintaining the family heritage of an 
honorable name, an honorable record, 
and of duty well done.—Adv. 


Struck by Lightning 
Church Consumed in Flames* 
A bolt of lightning struck the high bel- 


fry on St. John's Lutheran church, locat- 
ed about one-half mile from Littlestown, 
on the road leading to Taneytown, about 
6 o'clock on Monday evening, and the 
church was completely destroyed by fire, 
together with all of its contents, except a 
few pc'.vs, the pulpit furniture uaa an or- 
;an, which persons who saw the bolt strike 
succeeded in removing from the building. 
The loss entailed by the fire is about $6,- 
000 and §3,000 of this is covered by insur- 
ance. The pastor of the church is the 
£ev. I. N. Lau, who was one of the first 
on the scene. The church was a brick 
structure with a slate roof. The damag- 
ng stroke came when the storm was not 
unusually severe. The Litticstown Fire 
Department responded to the alarm, but 
they were handicapped by a lack of water 
>ressure. The interior was completely 
gutted, leaving nothing but the walls stand- 
ng. The church that was destroyed was 
milt in 1874, and was completely renovat- 
ed about two years ago. This was the 
third church of St John's congregation 
which is over 100 years old. There was 
only one room in the church, the main au- 
ditorium, 40x60 feet. The congregation 
at present numbers about 300 members. 
It is thought that the work of completely 
rebuilding, on a larger scale, will be start- 
ed soon. 


TWO NARROW ESCAPES. 


Reginald Pfeffer, the 10-year-old son of 


Mr. and Mrs. John Pfeffer, of Littlestown, 
with several other children, was playing in 
the alley, at the rear of the Pfeffer home, 
and while endeavoring to climb on a hay 
wagon, stepped upon a board on the wag- 
on which tilted and threw him to the 
ground. His leg which came in contact 
with a sharp piece of iron, when he fell 
from the wagon, was badly cut requiring 
five stitches. Just ten weeks ago, he nar- 
rowly escaped asphyxiation at the home of 
his aunt, Mrs. Margaret Forney, in Hano- 
ver. On Wednesday; he barely came out 
of an anaesthetic, due to his general weak- 
ened condition, chiefly caused by the gas. 


During the storm on Sunday afternoon 


the high wind did considerable damage on 
the farms of M. J. Ehrehart, H. E. Lerew 
and others hear New Chester, On the for- 
mer's place a number of fruit trees were 
blown down and the large wind pump pul 
out of commission. The corn was leveled 
to the ground. The storm of Monday af- 
ternoon also did considerable damage in 
the vicinity of New Chester, and as far up 
as Five Points. The fall of rain was 
heavy, washing fields and highways.

horse ahe had been leading to the trough 
to water cost 11-year-old Helen Lancaster, 
of Dover township, a toe, the result of the 
animal stepping upon her foot. 


Destroyed by Lightning. 


During the severe electrical storm which 


passed over the lower end of the county 
about 2:30 o'clock on Monday afternoon, 
lightning struck the gable end of the bam 
on the farm of Harry Stambaugh, near the 
Pine Run schoolhouse, in Hamilton town- 
ship, and the building burned to the 
ground, together with this seasons crops, 
a 4-horse wagon loaded with oats, a corn 
shelter, some harness, and several small 
"arming implements. It was a large, old- 
fashioned barn, 75x40 feet, with stone ga- 
ble ends, and it was in good condition, 
having undergone recent repairs. The loss 
is about $2,200, upon which Mr. Stam- 
baugh has about $1,100 insurance. Mr. 
Stambaugh and his sons had just hauled 
in a load of oats; the boys had gone to the 
bouse, and the father was on his way there 
when the bolt struck.

On April 12, 1892, 
ground was broken for the present edifice, 
the site having included the parsonage. 
The church of today was dedicated on 
April 23, 1j03, the finances on this day 
having been in charge of the Rev. Dr.

All of the church debt has since been 
liquidated without even so much as help 
from the board of church extension, with 
the exception of the payment of interest 
for several years to the amount of about 
$400. During the last 25 years Pastor 
Livingston has baptized 612 children; sol­ 
emnized 342 marriages and officiated at 
280 funerals. A total of 858 persons have 
been received into church fellowship. Two 
members of the congregation have since 
entered the ministry. The congregation 
is at present well organized with an active 
body of workers and a first-class financial 
system.—York Dispatch, July 28.

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Brief Sketch of the Life and Qualifications of the Candidate for 
Judge of the Court of Common Pleas, 51st District. 


Hon, Doniild P. McPherson, candidate 
on the non-partisan ticket for President 
Judge of the Court of Common Pleas of 
the Fifty-first Judicial District, was born 
at Gettysburg, Pa., on August 10, 3870, 
the youngest son of the Hon. Edward 
McPherson and Annie D. (Crawford) 
McPherson. 


He received his preliminary education 
in Gettysburg schools, was graduated from 
Pennsylvania College in the class of 1889, 
and from the Law School of Harvard Uni­ 
versity, with the degree of L. L. B,, in 
1895. 
He was admitted to the Bar of 
Adams County on Janury .23, 1S96, and 
immediately formed a partnership with 
his brother, John B. McPherson, Esq., 
under the firm name of McPherson & 
McPherson. 
In 1903, on the removal of 
his brother to Boston, the firm was dis­ 
solved and since then Mr. McPherson has 
practiced alone.

In 1900 he was elected to the House of 
Representatives of Pennsylvania by the 
largest vote cast for any legislative candi-r 
date in Adams County, and his record in 
the House was so excellent that in 1902 
he was promoted by the voters of the 
32nd Senatorial District (Adams and 
Cumberland Counties) to the Senate of 
Pennsylvania by the amazing majority of 
1264 in Adams and 7 in Cumberland. 
A 
result altogether remarkable in view of 
the fact that the normal Democratic ma­ 
jority in the district was over 1000, and 
that ex-Governor Pattison, at that same 
election, obtained a Democratic majority 
of over 2,000 votes.

State Bank of East Berlin, and is inti­ 
mately identified with the progress and 
improvement of the Town and County, 
He is also a member of the Board of 
Trustees of Wilson College, Chambers- 
burg, Pa, 


This year, however, when the Judge­ 
ship—the aim of every lawyer—was urg­ 
ed upon him by the most natural call of 
his friends irrespective of party, he, after 
mature deliberation, resj>onded to their 
desire.

He resigned this Cap­ 
taincy when Congress assembled in 1861, 
and accepted a commission as Volunteer 
Aide on General McDowell’s Staff; later 
he became Volunteer Aide on General 
Reynold’s Staff. 
In 1863 he was chosen

for the 38th Congress, and Mras subse­ 
quently chosen for the 39th, 40th, 41st, 
42nd, 43rd, 47th and 51st Congresses, be­ 
ing the longest continuous service, and 
the longest service in that post, from the 
beginning of the Government. 


This record of more than a century and 
a half of faithful,meritorious, distinguish­ 
ed service by one’s direct forebears certi­ 
fies much for the man who is now a can­ 
didate for the office of President Judge— 
and who all his life has lived up to that 
record.

Struck by Lightning 
Church Consumed in Flames* 
A bolt of lightning struck the high bel­ 
fry on St. John's Lutheran church, locat­ 
ed about one-half mile from Littlestown, 
on the road leading to Tancytown, about 
G o’clock on Monday evening, and the 
church was completely destroyed by fire, 
together with all of its contents, except a 
few pews, the pulpit furniture and an or­ 
gan, which persons who saw the bolt strike 
succeeded in removing from the building. 
The loss entailed by the fire is about $6,- 
000 and $3,000 of this is covered by insur­ 
ance, The pastor of the church is the 
Rev. I. N. Lau, who was one of the first 
on the scene. The church was a brick 
structure with a slate roof. The damag­ 
ing stroke came when the storm was not 
unusually severe. The Litticstown Fire 
Apartment responded to the alarm, but 
they were handicapped by a lack of water 
pressure. The interior was completely 
gutted, leaving nothing but the walls stand­ 
ing. The church that was destroyed was 
built in 1874, and was completely renovat­ 
ed about two years ago. This was the 
third church of St John’s congregation 
which is over 100 years old. There was 
only one room in the church, the main au­ 
ditorium, 40x60 feet. The congregation 
at present numbers about 300 members. 
It is thought that the work of completely 
rebuilding, on a larger scale, will be start­ 
ed soon. 


Destroyed by Lightning. 


During the severe electrical storm which 
passed over the lower end of the county 
about 2;30 o’clock on Monday afternoon, 
lightning struck the gable end of the barn, 
on the farm of Harry Stambaugh, near the 
Pine Run schoolhouse, in Hamilton town­ 
ship, and the building burned to the 
ground, together with this seasons crops, 
a 4-horsc wagon loaded with oats, a corn 
shcllcr, some harness, and several small 
farming implements. It was a large, old- 
fashioned barn, 75x40 feet, with stone ga­ 
ble ends, and it was in good condition, 
having undergone recent repairs.

TIPS FOR THE 
HOMEKEEPER.

It i* surprising how little the or- 


dinary housekeeper appreciates the 


zestful garlic. One rea- 
son why it has fallen 
into disrepute is because 
the brown-eyed brothers 
from the South are so 
apt to overindulge in its 
use. A whiff of garlic- 
laden breath is not en- 
joyable: but a small 


clove of the delectable flavor put into 
near!:* a'.! meat dishes and many sal- 
ads improves the dish immeasurably. 
The flavor is so elusive that when 
used as the French do. a mere "soup- 
con" is Indescribably good. A clove 
of garlic, cut in halves, and a piece 
the size of a pea, put in soups or meat 
dishes will be sufficient. 


AVhen serving lettuce salad in the 


bowl at the table, rub the inside of the 
bowl with a clove of garlic cut in 
halves, or rub a small piece of bread 
with it and let it lie in the bottom of 
the bowl. 


Before broiling a steak, rub it all 


ever, fat and all. -with a cut clove of 
garlic, then broil and serve with gen- 
erous dots of butter, and note the de- 
light of those fortunate enough to 
have one so served 


If ;.ou have a family that turns up 


Its nose at onions, the most whole- 
Rome of all vegetables, season with 
garlic aud be able to say with a clear 
conscience that "there is absolutely 
no onion in this dish" The finicky 
one would probably faint away if told 
the flavor was garlic, so it is riot al- 
ways best to inform the family on all 
culinarj secrets. 


A pot roast with a clove of garlic, 


finely chopped, added to the roast 
•when it is browning, then cover close- 
ly and without water set into a hot 
oven to roast until tender, makes life 
worth living. 


Manj of the delicious canned goods 


that are so well flavored have the bit 
of garlic in them which makes them 
so tasty. 


-A piece too small to notice dropped 


into soup win add to its flavor. Added 
to a roast or fried chicken enhances 
the flavor 
In fact, nearly any meat 


or ^ egetable dish is improved by a 
touch of it. 


SOME NEW WAYS WITH PEAS. 


When making boiled dressing, if one

Lamb Stew With Peas. 


— Cut the meat in small 
pieces, put in a stew pan 
with a few slices of salt 
pork sliced thin; brown. 


then add water to cover. Cook slow- 
ly until the meat is tender, then add 
a can of peas and more hot water, if 
needed. Thicken with flour and but- 
ter, well creamed together, and serve 
after cooking the flour. 


Pea Souffle. — Cook a pint of peas 


until soft, put them through a sieve. 
add two tabiespoonfuls of butter and 
one pint of milk, into which the yolks 
of three eggs have been beaten. Mix 
thoroughly, season with salt and pep- 
per. Beat the whites of the eggs and 
fold into the mixture. Pour into a 
buttered dish and bake twenty min- 
utes. 


Salmon and Pea Salad. — Flake a can 


of salmon, removing the skin and 
bones. 
Drain a can of peas or an 


equal amount of cooked peas and mix 
with the salmon. Serve on lettuce 
with a boiled dressing and sour 
pickles, chopped in bits, for a garnish. 


Tomato and Pea Soup. — Heat to- 


gether a cupful each of peas and to- 
matoes, press through a sieve and add 
to a quart of seasoned stock. When 
boiling add two tabiespoonfuls of 
cornstarch, blended with" the same 
amount of butter, stir into the hot 
soup. Simmer ten minutes and add 
salt, pepper and half a cupful of peas 
Serve hot with crackers. 


Pea soup, because so rich in food 


value, should never precede a neavy 
dinner, 


Peas and Peppers. — Cut the tops 


from half a dozen peppers, remove 
the seeds and soak in strong brine 
several hours. 
Moisten with liquor 


from the peas and fill the shells with 
a mixture of one-half cupful of chopped 
meat, one cupful of drained peas, a 
half cupful of bread crumbs, onion 
juice, salt and pepper to taste

TIPS FOR THE HOMEKEEPER. 


It is surprising how' little the or­ 
dinary housekeeper appreciates the 


zestful garlic. 
One rea­ 
son why it has fallen 
into disrepute is because 
the browu*eyed brothers 
from tho South are so 
apt to overindulge in its 
use. 
A whiff of garlic- 
laden breath is not en­ 
joyable; 
but a small 
clove of the delectable flavor put iuto 
nearly all meat dishes and many sal­ 
ads improves tho dish immeasurably. 
The flavor is so elusive that when 
used as the French do, a mere “soup- 
con” is indescribably good, 
A clove 
of garlic, cut in halves, and a piece 
tho size of a pea, put in soups or meat 
dishes will be sufficient. 


When serving lettuce salad in the 
howl at the table, rub the inside of the 
bow! with a clove of garlic cut in 
halves, or rub a small piece of bread 
with it and let it lie in the bottom of 
the bowl. 


Before broiling a steak, rub it all 
ever, fat and all, with a cut clove of 
garlic, then broil and serve with gen­ 
erous dots of butter, and note the de­ 
light of those fortunate enough to 
have one so served. 


If you have a family that turns up 
its nose at onions, the most whole­ 
some of all vegetables, season with 
garlic and be able to say with a clear 
conscience that “there is absolutely 
no onion in this dish/* 
Tho finicky 
one would probably faint away if told 
the flavor was garlic, so it is not al­ 
ways best to inform tho family on all 
culinary secrets. 


A pot roast with a clove of garlic, 
finely chopped, addod to the roast 
when it is browning, then cover close­ 
ly and without water set into a hot 
oven to roast until tender, makes life 
worth living. 


Many of the delicious canned goods 
that are so well flavored have the bit 
of garlic in them which makes them 
so tasty. 


♦A piece too small to notice dropped 
into soup will add to its flavor. Added 
to a roast or fried chicken enhances 
the flavor. 
In fact, nearly any meat 
or vegetable dish is improved by a 
touch of it. 


SOME NEW WAYS WITH PEAS. 


When making boiled dressing, if one 
likes to have a green one, put cooked 


sifted 
peas 
through 
a 
sieve and add 
to 
tho 
dressing; the flavor will 
be good and the color 
will 
make 
an 
attrac­ 
tive dressing. 


Lamb Stew With Peas. 
—Cut the meat in smali 
pieces, put in a stew pan 
with a few slices of salt 
pork sliced thin; brown, 
,then add water to cover. 
Cook slow­ 
ly until the meat is tender, then add 
a can of peas and more hot water, if 
needed. 
Thicken with flour and but­ 
ter, well creamed together, and serve 
after cooking the flour. 


Pea Souffle.—Cook a pint of peaa 
until soft, put them through a sieve, 
add two tablespoonfuls of butter and 
one pint of milk, into which the yolks 
of three eggs have been beaten. 
Mix 
thoroughly, season with salt and pep­ 
per. Beat the whites of the eggs and 
fold into the mixture. 
Pour into a 
buttered dish and bake twenty min­ 
utes. 


Salmon and Pea Salad.—Flake a can 
of salmon, removing the skin and 
bones. 
Drain a can of peas or an 
equal amount of cooked peas and mix 
with the salmon. 
Serve on lettuce 
with 
a 
boiled 
dressing 
and 
sour 
pickles, chopped in bits, for a garniBh. 


Tomato and Pea Soup.—Heat to­ 
gether a cupful each of peas and to­ 
matoes, press through a sieve and add 
to a quart of seasoned stock. 
When 
boiling 
add 
two 
tablespoonfuls 
of 
cornstarch, blended with* the same 
amount of butter, stir into the hot 
soup. 
Simmer ten minutes and add 
salt, pepper and half a cupful of peas. 
Serve hot with crackers. 


Pea soup, because so rich in food 
value, should never precede a heavy 
dinner. 


Peas and Peppers.—Cut the tops 
from half a dozen peppers, remove 
the seeds and soak in strong brine 
several hours. 
Moisten with liquor 
from the peas and fill the shells with 
a mixture of one-half cupful of chopped 
meat, one cupful of drained peas, a 
half cupful of bread xsrumbs, onion 
juice, salt and pepper to taste.

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Lincoln Highway Changed. 
The change in the route of the Lincoln 


Highway for which a committee of Wash- 
ington business men have been working 
for some months has been made, according 
to announcement that came from that city 
on Wednesday. The new route would in- 
clude Washington and Baltimore, cutting 
off Lancaster, York, and New Oxford, and 
many other Pennsylvania towns and cities, 
if the change is officially made. While the 
report is not official, it is said to have 
come from a reliable source. A letter was 
recently addressed to Henry E. Joy, presi- 
dent of the association, having the endors- 
ment of President Wilson and many other 
prominent men, asking that the change be 
ratified by him. President Joy flatly re- 
fused, declaring that much work had been 
done on the stretch of road they would 
have cut out, and the route of the highway 
would not be diverted in the least from 
that which exists now. 


The announcement given out in Wash- 


ington is: 


Baltimore and Washington are to be 


placed upon the Lincoln National High- 
way, from New York to San Francisco. 
An announcement was made in Washing- 
ton to Robert N. Harper, chairman of the 
selected last year by the District Commis- 
sioners, that he had been informed by 
Henry E. Joy, president of the Highway 
Association, that he has found it possible 
to change the original plans and place both 
Baltimore and Washington on the route. 
As a condition it will be necessary for both 
Baltimore and Washington to make cer- 
tain improvements that will be indicated 
later. As altered the route of the highway 
will be through Baltimore, Washington, 
and thence to Frederick and Gettysburg, 
from which point the original route will be 
followed. 


A. R. Pardington, vice president of the 


Lincoln Highway Association, and a well 
known figure in the automobile world, died 
at Detroit on Wednesday. 


The Western Maryland has made settle- 


ment with Mrs. Chas. R. Fritz, of Hagers- 
town, the wife of the traveling fireman 
who was killed in the recent wreck near 
Thurmont. The estate of Mr. Fritz re- 
ceives $4,250 for the death of the husband 
and father. 
There are five small chil- 


dren. A suit for $10,000 against the rail- 
Toad company had been filed by Jesse 
Fritz, administrator. 
A compromise was 


later reached. Nothing is known of any 
settlements with other victims of the 
wreck. 


Runway Boys Caught. - 


Taken into custody by a York officer, 


as they were attempting to get passage on 
a P. R. R. train out of York, on Sunday 
afternoon, three boys, runaway from the 
Paradise Protectory, .near t Abbottetown, 
were sent back to the institution in the 
evening, after enjoying a hike along the 
dusty roads to York, entertaining fond 
hopes of reaching their homes without be- 
ing detected. The boys are Wallace J. 
Donbach, aged 13 years, Penbrook; Har- 
ry Hughes, aged 11 years, and James 
Crowe, 9 years, of Shamokin. 


The boys became dissatisfied at the Pro- 


tectory, it is said, and wanted to return to 
their home towns. After laying their 
plans, the three of them, who are close 
chums at the school, left the grounds un- 
noticed about 1 o'clock. They started to- 
wards York afoot and want as far as Thom- 
asville. Here they were given a "lift" by 
an automobilist and were taken to York. 


They went directly to the Pennsylvania 


station and started inquiry about trains in 
the direciions of their Lointfa. They spoke 
to persons in the station and made an ef- 
fort to secure money for food. A police- 
man noticed them and believing them to 
be acting strangely for boys of their age, 
at once suspected that they were running 
away. He took them in charge and haul- 
ed them to the police station. Here they 
invented a number of stories, before being 
cornered, when they told the truth. Au- 
thorities at the Protectory were communi- 
cated with and took the boys back on Sun- 
day evening.—York Daily.

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Lincoln Highway Changed. 
The change in the route of the Lincoln 
Highway for which a committee of Wash­ 
ington business men have been working 
for some months has been made, according 
to announcement that came from that city 
on Wednesday, The new route would in­ 
clude Washington and Baltimore» cutting 
off Lancaster, York, and New Oxford, and 
many other Pennsylvania towns and cities, 
if the change is officially made. While the 
report is not official, it is said to have 
come from a reliable sourcc. A letter was 
recently addressed to Henry E. Joy, presi­ 
dent of the association, having the endow­ 
ment of President Wilson and many other 
prominent men, asking that the change be 
ratified by him. President Joy flatly re­ 
fused, declaring that much work had been 
done on the stretch of road they would 
have cut out, and the route of the highway 
would not be diverted in the least from 
that which exists now. 


The announcement given out in Wash­ 
ington is: 


Baltimore and Washington are to be 
placed upon the Lincoln National High­ 
way, from New York to San Francisco. 
An announcement was made in Washing­ 
ton to Robert N. Harper, chairman of the 
selected last year by the District Commis­ 
sioners, that he had been informed by 
Henry E. Joy, president of the Highway 
Association, that he has found it possible 
to change the original plans and place both 
Baltimore and Washington on the route. 
As a condition it will be necessary for both 
Baltimore and Washington to make cer­ 
tain improvements that will be indicated 
later. As altered the route of the highway 
will be through Baltimore, Washington, 
and thence to Frederick and Gettysburg, 
from which point the original route will be 
followed.

Sowers, William P. Baker and Dr. T. C. 
Miller, of Abbottstown. The board or- 
ganized by electing U. L. Glatfelter, chair- 
man, ai?d D. E. Brandt, secretary. 


An application will likely be made soon 


for a charter and an incorporation will fol- 
low. The name of the company will likely 
be the East Berlin <fc Abbottstown Rail- 
road company. The right of way for the 
railroad will have to be again secured, the 
former company having relinquished it 
when they surrendered their charter. All 
the releases have been tentatively secured 
from owners along the route of the railroad, 
except a few wherein estates are involved, 
and it is believed there will be no trouble 
in getting these. August 17th is the last 
day set by the Court for the tearing up of 
the tracks of the railroad, should the 
movement now in existence prove unsuc- 
cessful. 


At the meeting, the organization of a 


company with a capitalization of §20,000 
was considered, but after discussion it was 
decided to increase this to 870,000. The 
subscriptions for stock will be paid in three 
installments, as follows: October 1st, 25 
per cent.; January 1, 1916, 25 per cent.; 
April 1, 1916, 50 per cent. With an au- 
thorized capital of 870.000, it is stated that 
under the law,S35,000 stock would have to 
be subscribed to, which would provide for 
the $8,000, which was paid for the por- 
tion of the road beyond Abbottstown, not 
torn up; and for reconstruction of road 
that was torn up and for operating. The 
motive power to be used was not decided 
on.

Louis Waganian was engaged as 
chief cook on the steamer "Eastland", and 
his brother, Bernard accompanied him on 
the trip when the boat started on the pleas- 
ure tour to Michigan City.

place, having been employed as cook in 
the J. F. Rickrode restaurant, for some 
months. 


Fingers in Meat Grinder.

the palm of the hand. Only the prompt 
action of Russell Frazier, another employe 
at the place, saved the young man from 
losing the entire hand and part of the arm.

LOVE THEIR HOME. 


Have Hard Work to Coax a Living 


From Almost Barren Rock, But 


Leave It Unwillingly—Spot 


Has Figured in History. 


Fair island, 25 miles south of all 


the 
other 
Shetlands, has had a 


strange enough pageantry passing 
over its rocky surface. For not only 
was it the home of the Picts, and then 
of the Norse; and for the Norse, the 
signal beacon to give warning of the 
coming of the hostile sail; besides 
that, it supplied a chapter in the ro- 
mance of the Spanish Armada. 


For here was wrecked the ship of 


Don Gomez de Medina, and that noble 
and his men were for a time most 
generously entertained by the island- 
ers, writes Maude Radford Warren in 
Harper's Magazine. But time passed, 
the Spaniards stayed, the meal and the 
mutton diminished. Then the island- 
ers, wrapped in by the wild storms, 
unable to get to any other island, 
fearful of famine, hid their food. The 
forced guests grew weak, many died 
of starvation, and some, it as said, 
were pushed over the tell cliffs iato 
the sea. 


At last one Andrew Umphrey took 


the Spaniards a\\ay in a ship, and 
since that day the name of Umphrey 
has been powerful in the Shetlands. 


The Fair island people show plain 


traces of Spanish blood, but they re- 
sent the suspicion of it. saying that 
the Spaniards were isolated when on 
the island. 


It is hard to conceive how isolation, 


could well be possible on an island 
two miles square; besides, the Fair 
island people do not deny that the 
strange patterns and the lichen dye- 
ing of the stockings and caps and 
shawls their women knit were taught 
them by the Spaniards, and indeed the 
same sort of handicraft is found to this 
day in country places of Spain. 


The Fair islanders 
were great 


smugglers in the old days, and they 
ire still good bargainers. 
They are

very long ago they would follow the 
mail steamers in their light canoe- 
shaped boats, which none but them- 
selves can manage, begging for news-- 
papers and books.

they love Fair isle. Yet emigrate they 
must; about forty-five years ago a 
hundred of them went, unable longer 
to coax a living from their bare rock. 
Their greatest joy is the occasional 
visits of the minister, more frequent- 
ly now than in the old days, when. 
he arrived but once in about two years 
to marry and christen. He preaches 
every day of his stay, and they pro- 
long his visit on every possible pre- 
text, using, when all else fails, the 
solemn prophecy of a storm.

CONSTITUTION SUBMITTED TO 


THE CITIZENS OP THE COMMON- 
WEALTH FOR THEIR APPROVAL. OH 
REJECTION, BY THE GENERAL AS- 
SEMBLY OF THE COMMONWEALTH 
OF PENNSYLVANIA, AND PUBLISH- 
ED BY ORDER OF THE SECRETARY 
OF THE COMMONWEALTH, IN PUR- 
SUANCE OF ARTICLE XVIII OF THE 
CONSTITUTION. 


Number One. 


A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to section one, 
article eight of the Constitution of Penn- 
sylvania, 
Be it resolved by the Senate and House 


of Representatives of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania in General Assembly met, 
That the following amendment to the 
Constitution of Pennsylvania be. and the 
same is hereby, proposed, in acco^nce 
with the eighteenth article thereof :—=•*" 
That section one of article eight, which 


reads as follows: 
"Section 1. Every male citizen twenty- 
one years of age, possessing the follow- 
Ins qualifications, shall be entitled to vote 
at all elections, subject, hov/ever, to such 
lav/s requiring and regulating the regis- 
tration of electors as the General Assem- 
bly may enact: 
, 
"First He shall have been a citizen of 


the United States at least one month. 
"Second. He shall have resided in the 
State one year (or, having previously been 
a qualified elector or native-born citizen 
of the State, he shall have removed there- 
from and returned, then six months) Im- 
mediately preceding the election. 
"Third. He shall have resided in the 


election district where ho shall offer to 
vote at least two months immediately pre- 
ceding the election. 
•Fourth. If twenty-two years of age 


and upwards, he shall have paid within 
two years a State or county tax, -which 
shall have been assessed at least two 
months and paid at least one month be- 
fore the election," be amended so that the 
same shall read as follows: 


Section 1. Every citizen, male or female, 


of twenty-one years of age, possessing the 
following qualifications, shall be entitled 
:o vote at all elections, subject, however, 
:o such laws requiring1 and regulating the 
registration of electors as the General As- 
sembly may enact: 
First. He or she shall have been a citi- 
zen of the United States at least one 
month. 
Second. He or she shall have resided in 
the State one year (or. having previously 
aeen a qualified elector or native-born cit- 
izen of the State, he or she shall have re- 
moved therefrom xan<l returned, then six 
months) immediately preceding the elec- 
tion. 
Third. He or she shall have resided In 
the election district v/hero ho or ehe shall 
offer to vote at least two months imme- 
diately preceding the election. 


Fourth. If twenty-two years of a'ge and 


upwards, he or she shall have paid within 
two years a State or county tax, which 
shall have*been assessed at least two 
months and paid at least orto month be- 
fore the election. 
Fifth. Whorevor the words "he," "his," 
"him," and "himself" occur in any sec- 
tion of article VIII of this Constitution 
the same shall bo construed as if written, 
respectively, "he or sho" "his or her," 
"him or her," a^id "himself or herself."

Such capitalization shall be accomplish- 
ed by ascertaining tbe principal amount 
which would yield such annual, current 
net revenue, at the average rate of In- 
terest, ana sinking-fund charges payable 
upon 'tne mu«sbt<jjinis>s incuried by said 
city for such purposes, up to the time of 
Buch ascertainment. Tbe method of de- 
termining »uch amount, so to be excluded 
or allowed as u credit, may be prescribed 
by the General Assembly. 
In incurring indebtedness, for any one, 


or more of said purposes of construction, 
improvement, or reclamation, the city of 
Philadelphia may issue its obligations ma- 
turing not later than fifty years from the 
date thereof, with provision for a sinking- 
fund sufficient to retire said obligation at 
maturity, the payments to such sinking- 
fund to be in equal or graded annual in- 
stalments. Such obligations may be in an 
amount sufficient to provide for and may 
include the amount of the interest and 
sinking-fund charges accruing and which 
may accrue thereon throughout the period 
of construction and until the expiration 
of one year after the completion of the 
work for which said indebtedness shall 
have been incurred; and said city shall 
not be required to levy a tax to pay said 
interest ami sinking-fund charges, as re- 
quired by section ten of article nine of 
the Constitution of Pennsylvania, until 
the expiration of said period of one year 
after the completion of such work.

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to section eight 


of article nine of the Constitution of 
Pennsylvania. 
Section 1. Be it resolved by the Senate 
and House of Representatives of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in Gen- 
eral Assembly met. That the following 
is proposed as an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the Commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania, in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the eighteenth article thereof:— 


Amend section eiarht, article nine of thf 
Constitution of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, which reads as follows: 


"Section 8. The debt of any county, 
city, borough, township, school district, 
or other municipality or incorporated dis- 
trict, except as herein provided, shall 
never exceed seven per centum upon the 
assessed value of the taxable property 
therein, nor shall any such municipality 
or district incur any new debt, or in- 
crease, its indebtedness to an amount ex- 
ceeding two per centum upon such as- 
sessed valuation of property, without the 
assent of the electors thereof at a public 
election in such manner as shall be pro- 
vided by law; but any city, the debt of 
\\ hich now exceeds seven per centum of 
such assessed valuation, may be author- 
ized by law to increase the same three 
per centum, in the aggregate, at any one 
time, upon such valuation, except that 
any debt or debts hereinafter incurred by 
the city and county of Philadelphia for 
the consSruction and development of sub- 
ways for transit purposes, or for the con- 
struction of wharves and docks, or the 
reclamation of land to be used in the con- 
struction of a system of wharves and 
docks, as public improvements, owned or 
to be owned by eaid city and county of 
Philadelphia, and which shall yield to the 
city and county of Philadelphia current 
net revenues in excess of the interest on 
said debt or debts, ar.d the annual in- 
stallments necessary for the cancellation 
of said debt or debts, may bo excluded In 
ascertaining the power of the city and 
county of Philadelphia to become other- 
wise indebted: Provided, That a einking- 
fund for their cancellation shall be estab- 
lished and maintained," so that it shall 
read as follows:— 


Section 8. The debt of any county, city, 
borough, township, school district, or oth- 
er municipality or incorporated district, 
except as herein provided, shall never ex- 
ceed seven per centum upon the assessed 
value of the taxable property therein, 
nor shall any such municipality or dis- 
trict incur any new debt, or Increase Its 
indebtedness to an amount exceeding two 
per centum upon such assessed valuation 
of property, without the consent of the 
electors thereof at a public election in 
such manner as shall be provided by law; 
but any city, the debt of which on the 
first day of January, one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-four, exceeded seven 
per centum of such assessed valuation, 
and has not since been reduced to less 
than such per centum, may be authorized 
by law to increase the same three per 
centum in the aggregate, at any one time, 
upon such valuation. The city of Phila- 
delphia, upon the conditions hereinafter 
set forth, may increase its indebtedness 
to the extent of three per centum In ex- 
cess of seven per centum upon such as- 
sessed valuation for the specific purpose 
of providing for all or any of the follow- 
ing purposes,—to wit: For the construc- 
tion and improvement of subways, tun- 
nels, railways, elevated railways, and oth- 
er transit facilities; for the construction 
and improvement of wharves and docks 
and for the reclamation of land to be 
used In the construction of w.harves and 
docks, owned or to be owned by said 
city. Such increase, however, shall only 
be made with the assent of the electors 
thereof at a public election,*© be held In 
such manner as shall be prjrided by law. 
In ascertaining the borrowing capacity of 
said city of Philadelphia, at any time 
there shall be excluded from the calcula- 
tion a credit, where the work resulting 
from any previous expenditure, for any 
one or mor» of the specific purposes here- 
Inabove enumerated shall be yielding to 
said city an annual current net revenue 
the amount of which credit shall be as- 
certained, by capitalising the annual net 


Number Three. 


A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to section twen- 


ty-one of article three of the Constitu- 
tion of Pennsylvania. 
Section 1. Be it resolved by the Senate 


and House of Representatives of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in Gen- 
eral Assembly met. That the following 
amendment to the Constitution of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania be,' and 
the same is hereby, proposed, in accord- 
ance with the eighteenth article thereof:— 


Amend section twenty-one, article threo 


of the Constitution of the ^Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania, which re'Sfls as follows: 


"No act of the General Assembly shall 


limit the amount to be recovered for in- 
juries resulting in death, or for injuries 
to persons or property, and in case of 
death from such injuries, the right of ac- 
tion shall survive, and the General As- 
sembly shall prescribe for whose benefit 
such actions shall be prosecuted. No act 
shall prescribe any limitations of time 
within which suits may be brought 
against corporations for injuries to per- 
sons or property, or for other causes dif- 
ferent from those fixsd by general laws 
regulating actions asainst natural per- 
sons, and such acts now existing are 
avoided," so that it shall read as follows: 


The General Assembly may enact lawn 
requiring the payment by employers, or 
employers and employes jointly, or rea- 
sonable compensation for injuries to em- 
ployes arising- hi the course of their em- 
ployment, and for occupational diseases 
of employes, whether or not such in- 
ries or diseases result in death, and re- 


gardless of fault of employer or employe, 
and fixing the basis of ascertainment of! 
fauch compensation and the maximum and 
minimum limits thereof, and providing 
special or general remedies for the collec- 
tion thereof; but in no other cases shall 
the General Assembly limit the amount 
to be recovered for injuries resulting in 
deatb, or for injuries to persons or prop- 
erty, and in case of death from such in- 
juries, the right of action shall survive, 
and the General Assembly shall prescribe 
for whose benefit such actions shall be 
prosecuted. No act shall prescribe any 
limitations of time within which suits 
may be brought against corporations for 
injuries to persons or property, or for 
other causes, different from those fixed by 
eneral laws regulating actions against 
natural persons, and such acts now ex- 
isting are avoided.

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate 


and House of Representatives, of the Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania m General 
Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted 
by the authority of the same, That the 
folio-wing is proposed as an. amendment 
to the Constitution of the- Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania, in accordance with the 
provisions of the eighteenth. (XVIII> avti- 
ele thereof:— 


AMENDMENT. 


Laws- may be passed providing for a 
system of registering, transferring; insur- 
ing of and guaranteeing land titles by 
the State, or by the counties thereof, and 
for settling and determining adverse or 
other claims to and Interest in lands the 
titles to which are so registered, trans- 
ferred, insured, and guaranteed; and for 
the creation and collection of indemnity 
funds; and for carrying the system and 
powers hereby provided for into effect by 
such existing courts as may be designated 
by the Legislature, and by the establish- 
ment of such new courts as may be deem- 
ed necessary. In matters arising in and 
under the operation of such system, judi- 
cial powers, with right of appeal, may be 
conferred by the Legislature upon county 
recorders and upon other officers by it 
designated. 
Such laws may provide for 


continuing the registering-, transferring, 
insuring, and guaranteeing such titles aft- 
er the first or original registration has 
been perfected by the court, and provi- 
sion may be made for raising the neces- 
sary funds for expenses and salaries of 
officers, which shall be paid out of the 
treasury of the several counties.

That scotion ono of artlclo eight, which 
reads as follows: 


“Section 1, Every male citizen twenty- 
one years of age, possessing tho follow­ 
ing qualifications, shall bo entitled to vote 
at all elections, subject, however, to such 
laws requiring and regulating tho regis­ 
tration of electors as tho General Assem ­ 
bly may enact:

“First. 
IIo shall havo been a citizen of 
tho United States at least ono month. 


“Second. 
Ho shall havo resided in tho 
Stato ono yoar (or, having previously been 
a qualified elector or native-born citizen 
of tho State, ho shall havo removed there­ 
from and returned, then six months) im­ 
mediately preceding tho election.

Ho shall havo resided in the 
election district whoro he shall offer to 
voto at least two months immediately pre­ 
ceding tho election. 


“Fourth. 
If twenty-two years of ago 
and upwards, ho shall havo paid within 
two years a Stato or county tax, which 
shall have been assessed at least two 
months and paid at least ono month bc- 
foro tho election,“ be amended so that tho 
same shall read as follows:

IIo or sho shall havo been a citi­ 
zen of the United States at least ono 
month. 


Second. He or slio shall havo resided In 
tho Stato ono year (or, having previously 
been a qualified elector or native-born cit­ 
izen o f tho Stato, ho or she shall havo re­ 
moved therefrom and roturnod, then six 
months) immediately preceding the elec­ 
tion. 


Third. Ho or sho shall have resided in 
the election district whoro ho or sho shall 
offer to voto at least two months imme­ 
diately preceding tho election. 


Fourth. If twenty-two years of age and 
upwards, ho or she shall havo paid within 
two years a Stato or county tax, which 
shall have * been assessed at least two 
months and paid at least ono month be­ 
fore tho election. 


Fifth. W herever tho words “he,“ “his,“

tlio same shall bo construed as if written,

Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in Gen­ 
eral Assembly met, That the following 
is proposed as an amendment to the Con­

Amend section eight, article nine of th* 
Constitution

of 
Pennsylvania, which reads as follows: 
“Section S. 
Tho debt of any county, 
city, borough, township, school district, 
or other municipality or incorporated dis­ 
trict, 
except as 
herein provided, 
shall 
never exceed seven per centum upon tho 
assessed value of tho taxable projxjrty 
therein, nor shall any such municipality 
or district Incur any new debt, or In­ 
crease* Its indebtedness to an amount ex­ 
ceeding two per centum upon such as­ 
sessed valuation of property, without the 
assent of tho electors thereof at a public 
election in such manner as shall bo pro­ 
vided by law; but any city, tho debt of 
which now exceeds seven por centum of 
such assessed vuluation, may be author­ 
ized by law to increase tho sam e three 
per centum, In tho aggregate, at any ono 
time, upon such valuation, except that 
any debt or debts hereinafter incurred by 
the city and county of Philadelphia for 
tho construction and development of sub­ 
ways for transit purposes, or for tho con­ 
struction of wharves and docks, or tho 
reclamation of land to be used In the con­ 
struction of a system of wharves and 
docks, as public improvements, owned or 
to be- owned by eald city and county of 
Philadelphia, and which shall yield to tho 
city and county of Philadelphia current 
net revenues In excess of tho interest on 
said debt or debts, and tho annual in­ 
stallments necessary for tho cancellation 
of said debt or debts, may bo excluded in 
ascertaining tho power of tho city and 
county of Philadelphia to become other­ 
wise indebted: 
Provided, That a «inking* 
fund for their cancellation shall bo estab­ 
lished and maintained/' so that it shall 
read as follows;— 


Section 8. Tho debt of any county, city, 
borough, township, school district, or oth­ 
er municipality or incorporated district, 
except as heroin provided, shall never ex­ 
ceed seven per centum upon tho assessed 
valuo of tlio taxable property therein, 
nor shall any such municipality or dls* 
trlct incur any new debt, or increase its 
indebtedness to an amount exceeding two 
per centum upon such assessed valuation 
of property, without tho consent of tho 
electors thereof at a publio election in 
such manner a s shall bo provided by law; 
but any city, tho debt of which on tho 
first day of January, ono thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-four, exceeded seven 
per centum of such assessed valuation, 
and has not since been reduced to less 
than such per centum, m ay bo authorized 
by law to increase the same three per 
centum in tho aggregate, at any one time, 
upon such valuation. 
The city of Phila­ 
delphia, upon tho conditions hereinafter 
set forth, m ay increase its indebtedness 
to tho extent of three per centum in ex­ 
cess of seven per centum upon such as­ 
sessed valuation for the specific purpose 
of providing for all or any of tho follow­ 
ing purposes,—to wit: Por tho construc­ 
tion and improvement of subways, tun­ 
nels, railways, elevated railways, and oth­ 
er transit facilities; for tho construction 
and improvement of wharves and docks 
and for the reclamation of land to bo 
used in tho construction of wharves and 
docks, owned or to bo owned by said 
City. Such increase, however, shall only 
be made with the assent of the electors 
thereof at a public election, ito bo held in 
such manner a s shall bo p i# td e d by law. 
In ascertaining the borrowing capacity of 
said city of Philadelphia, at any time, 
there shall bo excluded from tno calcula­ 
tion a credit, where tho work resulting 
from any previous expenditure, for a n y .

•‘No act of tho General Assembly shall 
limit tho amount to be recovered for in­ 
juries resulting In death, or for Injuries 
to persons or property, and In case of 
death from such injuries, tho right of ac­ 
tion shall aurvivc, and the General A s­ 
sembly shall prescrlbo for whoso benefit 
such actions shall bo prosecuted. 
No act 
shall prescribe any limitations of timo 
within 
which 
suits 
may 
be 
brought 
against corporations for injuries to por­ 
tions or property, or for other causes dif­ 
ferent from those fixed by general laws 
regulating actions against natural per­ 
sons, 
and such acts now existing are 
avoided/1 so that it shall read as follows: 
Tho General Assembly may enact laws 
requiring the payment by employers, or 
employers and employes jointly, or rea­ 
sonable compensation for Injuries to em­ 
ployes arising in the course of their em­ 
ployment, and for occupational diseasea 
of employes, 
whether or not such in­ 
juries or diseases result in death, and re­ 
gardless of fault of employer or employe, 
and fixing the basis of ascertainment of 
such compensation and tho maximum and 
minimum limits thereof, and providing 
spécial or general remedies for the collec­ 
tion thereof;, but in no other cases shall 
the General Assembly limit the amount 
to be recovered for injuries resulting In 
death, or for injuries to persons or prop­ 
erty, and in case of death from such in­ 
juries, the right of action shall survive, 
and tho General Assembly shall prescribe 
for whose benefit such actions shall bo 
prosecuted. 
No act shall prescribe any 
limitations of timo within which suits 
may be brought against corporations for 
injuries to persons or property, or for 
other causes, different from those fixed by 
general laws regulating actions against 
natural persons, and such acts now ex­ 
isting aro avoided.
